37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Rowell proposed amending the independent claims to recite (a) 
yarns comprising an intimate blend of at least about 70% modacrylic fibers and (b) yams comprising an intimate blend 
of anti-static and modacrylic fibers. The Examiner pointed out that the Montgomery reference (US 5,033,262) teaches 
that a yarn could comprise up to 80% modacrylic fibers. Mr. Rowell discussed that the '262 reference teaches a yarn 
with a core-spun structure versus a blend of fibers. Mr. Rowell indicated that GROSS would fail to provide such 
embodiment. The Examiner indicated that Applicant's arguments will be fully considered during examination of 
amendment and arguments, further it was indicated that Applicants should show support for the proposed amendments 
in the specification .
